WHEN the steel companies admit that business is 
good, it may be taken as axiomatic that business gen- 
erally is in a healthy condition. The large industrial 
companies are now operating their plants close to 
full capacity. New orders of many, particularly steel 
companies, received since the improvement in business 
began last April, make probable steady operation until 
the latter part of the year. Practically all the inde- 
pendent steel and iron companies report they are op- 
erating in full. In some instances blast furnaces are 
idle on account of repairs, but not because of lack of 
business. The following table gives the percentage

THE proposed increase of 2 cents a hundred pounds 
to the freight rates from Chicago on less than car- 
load shipments delivered to the railroads 
Shippers at other than public receiving stations is 
Fight Freight eg 
Rates to take effect on December 1, it is un- 
derstood. 


After that date the charges on less than carload | 


shipments handled between industries within the Chi- 
cago district and freight stations of steam railroads 
by steam railroad, tunnel or lighterage companies will 
be the Chicago rates plus an arbitrary or privilege 
charge of 2 cents per hundred pounds. 

The increase will be opposed by many of the Chi- 
cago shippers. At a recent meeting of the freight 
traffic committee of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce the new ruling of the railroads was thoroughly 
discussed. No definite action was taken, but the sen- 
timent of those present was clearly expressed and 
action will be taken at a later meeting to seek to pre- 
vent the railroads from putting the new ruling into 
effect. 

“Many of the leading commercial interests of Chi- 
cago have.been at great expense in making connec- 
tions with the tunnel company or in securing a loca- 
tion adjacent to a switchtrack,” said James Simpson 
of Marshall Field & Co., chairman of the commit- 
tee, “and they have done so with the understanding 
that their switching rates were to be absorbed. Natur- 
ally they are inclined to interpose an objection to any 
action tending to increase their rates.” 

As the increase in rates falls entirely,on the large 
shippers who have direct connections with the tun- 
nel or the railroads and does not apply.to-the-smaller 
shipper who has to team his freight to.a public station 
there is likely to be a difference of opinion,as.to the 
justice of the move among the shippers themselves.

[| furnish the hardware trimmings for a residence 
and with the architect’s assistance a design is selected 
for which I get $18 for the front door trim, $15 for 
the vestibules and from $4.50 to $6 each for inside 
locks. When I furnish these trims in bronze, brass 
or copper to my customer I formerly guaranteed them 
as special designs and made only in the higher grade, 
but now I find that the manufacturers, after furnish- 
ing these expensive trimmings with all the profit the 
trade will bear, in a year or two will make these same

Our readers will remember that in our issue of 
\uoust 21 last we published the remarks made by 
Charles S. Prizer, president of the Federal Furnace 
League, at the annual convention at Louisville, Ky., 
of the National Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers, in reply to the recommendation contained 
in the report of the Committee on Warm Air Fur- 
naces, that, as the Federal Furnace League had not 
co-operated with the Master Sheet Metal Workers to- 
ward improving conditions in the warm air furnace 
business, the committee.be discontinued. In the intro- 
duction to President Prizer’s speech THE AMERICAN 
\RTISAN pointed out that it was only after pressure had 
been brought to bear upon President Seabrook of the 
Master Sheet Metal Workers that President Prizer 
was permitted to address the meeting. Our readers 
will further remember that in our issue of August 21 
there appeared an editorial under the caption “A 
Scathing Rebuke,” in which President Prizer was 
commended for his courage and fairness in criticising 
ithe misrepresentations contained in the report of the 
Committee on Warm Air Furnaces and for.exposing 
the antagonistic policy of President Seabrook toward 
the co-operative movement of the Federal Furnace 
League. In the editorial referred to THE AMERICAN 
\RTISAN predicted that as a result of President 
Prizer’s arraignment of President Seabrook, and by 
reason of the publicity given thereto, the latter would 
be compelled to co-operate with the furnace manufac- 
turers, 

These comments and assertions, as the correspond- 
ence published herewith will show, seem to have 
aroused the president of the National Association of 
Master Sheet Metal Workers to a sense of his hitherto 
untoward attitude and to have had the very salutary 
effect of constraining him to “undertake some very 
important co-operative work,” which news will be re- 
ceived with acclamation by all those who are interested 
in the cause of the warm air furnace.

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writing, and it was printed in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
verbatim et literatim from his manuscript. This 
manuscript is in our possession and is open to the in- 
spection of anyone who may doubt that it was printed 
by us exactly as furnished us by President Prizer, and 
as it appears again herewith. 

We are reprinting the comments made by us in our 
issue of August 21 regarding President Seabrook and 
the situation under discussion, and the complete cor- 
respondence received from the Committee on Warm 
Air Furnaces and President Prizer’s speech. We 
leave it to our readers to decide whether the statements 
made by us were justified and whether there is an at- 
tempt on the part of anyone to play “hide and seek.”’ 

Regarding the charge made by us that it was only 
through duress that President Seabrook consented to 
permit President Prizer to reply to the strictures con- 
tained in the report of the Committee on Warm Air 
Furnaces, we are supported by the memory of almost 
all who were in the convention hall at the time and 
by the statements made in the following letter re- 
ceived from Paul L. Biersach, Milwaukee, Wis., whe 
at that meeting was first vice-president of the National 
Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers: 

Milwaukee, Sept. 13, ’09 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have very carefully read your article published on pages 
21 and 31 of your issue of Aug. 21, in which you criticise the 
mode of procedure in reference to President Prizer’s appeal 
to the reply to the report of the Furnace Committee. 

In my observation of these proceedings I can emphatically 
say, in fact I would say this under oath, that President Prizer 
endeavored to get a hearing at various times and as he was 
not recognized by the chair, Mr. Seabrook presiding, he ap- 
pealed to me to obtain his recognition, and I in turn endeav- 
ored to obtain it for him without success. It appeared to me 
that our National President did not care to have Mr. Prizer 
reply.in the open meeting and it was only when Mr. C. D 
Pruden of Baltimore made another attempt to get said Mr 
Prizer’s recognition and he succeeded only after making a 
vigorous appeal to the chair. 

These are my personal observations of the case, but I sug- 
gest that you write Messrs. Prizer and Pruden and I believe 
that these gentlemen will stand by what I am telling you. If 
I can be of any further service to you, please command.

Gentlemen :— 

I have your letter of September llth, requesting my recol- 
lection of the last session of the National Convention of the 
Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Association, held in Louisville, 
Kentucky. I take pleasure in submitting same to you. 

Immediately after the report of the Committee on Warm 
Air Furnaces had been read, President Seabrook was about 
to proceed with the next order of business, without giving 
the President of the Federal Furnace League an opportunity 
to reply. Inasmuch as the report severely criticised the Fur- 
nace League, I considered that in all justice and fair play he 
should have the opportunity to reply at this time, and so 
stated to the Chairman, and requested that he be given the 
floor and make such reply. My request was ruled out of 
order and the next order of business was taken up. After 
the election of officers I again called the attention of the 
chair to my previous request to hear Mr. Prizer, and was 
again ignored, Finally after all business had been disposed 
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of, Mr. Prizer was given the floor to make his reply. 

I am sure that a number of the members had left the 
hall, although I was on the opposite side of the room from 
the exit, and do not know how many. , 

The above is my recollection of what took place at this 
session, and I know that it is-eubstantially correct, and_can 
be proven by many others who were present. —

You also stated that a large number of the delegates had 
left the room before Mr. Prizer made his remarks. This is abso- 
lutely untrue. Nearly every delegate staid in the meeting room 
until the gavel fell for adjournment.

I appear before you as the Official representative of the 
Federal Furnace League, and considering the vital importance 
of the subject to the majority of the members of your organi- 
zation, I cannot refrain trom expressing surprise at the scant 
attention given in this meeting to the great movement for 
promoting the use_of the warm-air method of heating. Else- 
where this movement is being vigorously supported and it 


seems that the interests of the members of your association. 


are such that this topic should be considered one of the most 
important that could possibly engage your attention. 

The report of your committee on Warm-Air Furnaces, 
which was perfunctorily adopted without one word of explana- 


tion or discussion or comment, and which apparently did not- 


arouse the slightest interest among the delegates or officers, 
registers a complaint that the Federal Furnace League has 
failed to co-operate with your association, and requests that 
the committee be discontinued. A little later I will briefly reply 
to the charge that the Federal Furnace League has failed to 
co-operate with you, but now I desire to say with all the em- 
phasis I can command that the closest and most effective co- 
operation ought to exist between the two organizations, and it 
is a great pity and a great mistake if any forces arg at work 
to prevent such co-operation. 

Of course, furnace manufacturers desire to increase and 
advance the warm-air furnace business, and this is true of all 
the members of the Federal Furnace League, though some of 
them are also largely engaged in the manufacture of boilers; 
and the movement for increasing the furnace business is of 
the very highest importance to master sheet metal workers, 
because any increase in high-grade furnace heating at the ex- 
pense of direct wenn | is a sure increase in the business in 
which you are engaged. Then, too, while profits in many de- 
partments of your business are uncomfortably narrow, there is 
a good, legitimate margin for you in high-grade furnace in- 
stallation. 

Your interests and ours in this matter are mutual, not: an- 
tagonistic, and if the two organizations have net co-operated 

roperly in the past, they should allow nothing to prevent them 
rom co-operating in the future. The Federal Furnace League 
has been in operation for one year only and it has had much 
work to do in getting its machinery into working order and 
in bringing its own members to an understanding and a reali- 
zation of its mission. It has also had to consider and examine 
a great many different plans and policies for accomplishing the 
urposes for which it was instituted, but I deny that it has 
ailed to co-operate with ‘the National Association of Master 
Sheet Metal Workers and I hat you will consider what 
I say in support of this denial as being prompted by my desire 
to show you that we have the utmost good-will for you and 
that we earnestly wish to work with you, and that I am not 
criticizing your organization nor finding fault with it in any 
way whatsoever. 

When it was decided to issue a warm-air furnace manual, 
I personally wrote to the head of your organization asking 
for contributions and fe, gion for the said manual from the 
members of your association, and we received and used a num- 
ber of suggestions in answer to this invitation. Doesn’t that 


look like co-operation? 

When the proofs for the manual were ready we invited your 
organization to go over said proofs with us and to s est any 
changes that ght seem desirable to you. Wasn’t that co- 
operation? 

A committee of your organization, including your Presi- 
dent, did read and examine the proofs with our. Executive Com- 
mittee in Chicago on August 20, 1908, and the book was printed 
as there read and revised except as to a few verbal changes 
which did not affect any statement or detail contained in the 
proofs. A member of your committee wrote the endorsement 
and approval of the manual on behalf of your association 
exactly as that statement of endorsement and approval is 
printed on the title page of said book and the said statement 
was approved in my presence by the other members of your 
committee. As soon as the manual was issued we furnished 
a large number of copies to your association for distribution, 
and we also mailed a copy direct to every member of your 
association. Wasn’t that co-operation? 

Many thousands of copies of the manual were also furnished 
in quantities by our members, as arranged by our Executive 
Committee, to your members for distribution to architects, 
builders and contractors, and also for the use of employes of 
your members. Wasn’t that co-operation? 

Although we paid the entire ompanve of issuing the manual, 
and were giad to do so, yet we placed the great bulk of the 
60,000 copies issued into the hands of your members. And we 
have the strongest evidence in voluntary letters from your 
members that this co-operation on our part was appreciated 
by them. 

": One of your prominent members, now present at this con- 
vention and who ranks as one of the most scientific, most prac- 
tical and most teerouey competent furnace dealers in the 
United States, called for 50 copies of the manual, which he dis- 
tributed to local architects, builders and to his own employes. 

When our first annual meeting was to be held last May at 
Atlantic City, I extended through the trade papers and through 
your President an invitation to your officers and members to 
attend the meeting and to take part in its proceedings, Wasn't

notwithstan which fact you complain, through the report 
of’ your committee, that we have not shown a proper spirit 
for co-operation with you. And this, notwithstanding the fact 
that every step that has been taken towards co-operation has 
been taken by us and not one step toward co-operation, since 
our original meeting in New York, has originated with you. 

Your President was invited to attend our Atlantic City 
meeting and to be one of us and with us 1n the Proceedings 
of the meeting; and he accepted the invitation® much to our 

leasure and profit. I am here at your meeting without ap 
nvitation, merely as a camp-follower. Which organization jp 
this matter has shown the better spirit for co-o ation? 

So great and so important is the warm-air furnace question 
to you and to us and so overwhelming are the benefits to accrue 
to the members of both organizations from unitéd effort in the 
furnace cause, that future co-operation between these two or. 

anizations is absolutely inevitable. Whateyer misunderstand- 
ngs or misapprehensions may temporarily arise, in the end these 
two associations will be found working together, planning their 
methods and uniting their efforts in one great, orderly, syste. 
matic campaign for the advancement of their mutual interests, 

It is absolutely impossible for the Federal Furnace League 

to accomplish anything for the benefit of its members without 
at the same time benefiting the Master Sheet Metal Workers 
even more than it does its own members, because the profit on 
the installation of a first-class furnace plant to the dealer js 
—- greater than the profit on the furnace to the manufac- 
urer. 
One great work already accomplished by the Federa! Fur- 
nace League has been the education of its own members, though 
we do not claim that that education is as yet complete. Our 
members have been seeking during the past year as never 
before to Hehe y high- e furnace heating as nst direct 
radiation heating.’ And our reports show that in the dull year 
of 1908, with a marked decrease in total furnace business, many 
of our members have had large increases in their sales on 
furnaces above a 44-inch casing.

We are pang | also to raise a very considerable sum 
of money to be spent in a general publicity campaign of adver- 
tising to create a consumer's demand for warm-air furnace 
heating, and it now looks as though this attempt would be suc- 
, as our leading members are enthusiastically for it. If 
we raise this large sy tmweeen | fund it will be a five-years 
campaign and will be expended for the neral benefit of all 
the members of your organization and of our own. It is our 
present desire to do this advertising in the joint interest and in 
the names of your association and of our own. Is this not 4 
proposal for practical co-operation between you and us? 

We cannot do ourselves good without doing you good. 02 
the other hand, we need your help and co-operation to place the 
warm-air furnace method of heating in the position which its 
merits entitle it to occupy—the best, the most healthful, the 
most practical method of residence heating in existence. 

If a majority of the sheet metal workers who are engaged !n 
the retail furnace business were enthusiastic advocates and 
competent practitioners of high-grade furnace heating, our cause 
would be won, our victory achieved. 

We wish to co-operate with you and we ask you to C0 
operate with us to accomplish this result. Our business inter- 
ests are so interwoven with and related to yours that it is folly 
to suppose that we could possibly regard you with anything 
but the utmost good-will, or that we could be indifferent to 

our efforts in behalf of the furnace cause in which we are 
both so deeply interested.

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THE POSSIBILITIES OF A WARM-AIR 
FURNACE JOB. 





This address was delivered by W. J. Heald of the 
Lennox Furnace- Co., of Marshalltown, Iowa, at a 
yceting of the. Midland Club held in Chicago on Sep- 
tember 22, 1909.) 

Your Secretary has asked me to furnish a paper on 

the possibilities of a Warm-Air Furnace Job. 

There is a possibility of every furnace job creating 
a demand for other furnaces and there is a possibility 
of it creating a demand for hot water or steam. 

If the furnace is properly installed and heats the 
house with a reasonable amount of fuel it is a stand- 
ing advertisement and creates a demand for others. 
But on the other hand if it is too small and is not well 
installed and requires an excessive amount of fuel 
to run it, without securing the heat required, which is 
always the’ case when the furnace is small or is not 
properly placed and the air does not properly circu- 
late in thé house, it advertises much faster than when 
it is right and will destroy the demand much faster 
than the good job creates the demand, so I contend 
that no furnace manufacturer can afford to cater to 
the trade. of a dealer that has no other object than 
to sell a furtiace job for the least money possible. 
There is -but one possibility for the results of a fur- 
nace installed in a manner in which the average tene- 
ment row furnace job is installed and that is to lessen 
the demand for furnaces in general, for the reason 
that the people who live in these houses are sooner or 
later prospective purchasers or have a friend who is, 
and no amount of argument-or ability as a salesman 
can convince them that a warm air furnace is any- 
thing but a makeshift of a thing for heating a home 
after they have had experience with a furnace in the 
ordinary tenement row. 

In my judgment there is a possibility of this class of 
work materially lessening the aggregate demand for 
furnaces. In the first place, the class of work above 
described carries but little if no profit with it for any 
one, and all that can be said for it is that it furnishes 
volume, but volume without profit is of but little value 
and I believe that the manufacturer as well as the 
retailer would be better off without this class of 
business, 

Every furnace job has a possibility of a number of 
boosters or a number of kickers and if they are boost- 
ers the business increases, but if they are kickers there 
is no end to the business they can kill, and for that 
reason I believe it is worth while for every manufac- 
turer to eliminate the cheap furnace and by so doing 
eliminate the cheap job and insist that their dealers con- 
form to modern and up-to-date installation. I believe 
there are great possibilities for increasing the demand 
for furnaces by manufacturers insisting on better 
prices for the retail job. The average dealer under- 
estimates his cost and then slights the job to get even, 
and I believe it is to the best interest of the manufac- 


turer to insist on the retailer getting a good price and 


doing a good job. Suppose, for instance, that the 
manufacturer would refuse to sell furnaces to a man 
‘hat will not do good work and get a good price for 
‘ and put all such dealers on a “black list” and fur-

nish this “black list” to other manufacturers, and by 
so doing bring the standard of the warm-air furnace 
up to where it belongs. It is a wrong idea that too 
many salesmen have, that in order to sell a furnace 
they must get the price below that of the competitor, 
as the facts are, the people are able and ready and 
willing to pay a price if they can be shown that they 
are getting value received. I think the possibilities 
are great if we as manufacturers will insist on the re- 
tailer getting better prices and talking merit, and 
then giving value received. I believe that it would be 
better if the manufacturers would eliminate all cheap 
furnaces and not supply them to the dealer and adver- 
tise extensively that it has been found that a satisfac- 
tory Warm-air job can not be put in at the prices that 
have prevailed and that anyone paying less than 
$150.00 for a furnace job in an ordinary seven-room 
flat or house will not get value received, and that a 
job that is put in at $85.00 to $115.00 or $125.00 will 
not be satisfactory, and that it is unreasonable to as- 
sume that they are getting value received. 

I am told that a certain dealer in Kansas City 
brags that where he makes his money in the furnace 
business is when the house is sold and the owner finds 
that the furnace is inefficient, that he explains to him 
that the $85.00 job that he put in there was only put 
in to sell the house and that it is too small to heat 
the house and that the fellow that bought it set the 
price and got all that he paid for, and that in order to 
make a heating job of it that a larger furnace will 
have to be put in and the piping will have to be 
changed which will be worth about so much. 

Now I believe it would be good business policy to 
put such a man on the “black list” and for all 
reputable manufacturers to refuse to sell to him and 
by so doing, do the public a favor. It would then be 
possible to sell a good furnace at a reasonable profit 
instead of a small one at little or no profit. 
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REMARKABLE HEAT PHENOMENA. 

That which absorbs heat rapidly parts with it rap- 
idly, and is called a good conductor, and that which 
is slow to receive heat parts with it slowly, and is 
called a bad conductor. Water is of great specific 
heat and cast iron is a good conductor, which ac- 
counts for their general use in artificial heating. 
The effect: of heat on metal is pronounced. It has 
been observed that the marks on the overlapping slides 
at the middle of the great Brooklyn Bridge, placed 
there to allow the structure to grow short or long as 
the weather is hot or cold, show that there is a dif- 
ference of several feet between the extremes of con- 
traction and expansion. Yet few suspect that the 
bridge contracts or expands sideways from the heat 
of the sun, though the degree is so small as to be al- 
most imperceptible and not nearly as great as if the 
bridge’ ran north and south. The same _phe- 
nomena has been noticed in structures of stone 
and iron. The Washington monument leans to the 
east in the morning and to the west in the 
afternoon—just as the garden plants follow the sun. 
A plummet line suspended in the interior of the dome 
of the Capitol at Washington was found by actual 
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measurement to swing over a space of four and one- 
quarter inches, making a total dip from the perpen- 
dicular of eight and one-half inches. This movement 
involves the entire dome. Some years ago a 
learned monk in Rome suspended a _ plummet 
in this way from the top of the dome of 
St. Peter’s and was astonished to find this mysterious 
movement: He .attributed it to a third and undiscov- 
ered motion of the earth, but it was afterward ex- 
plained as the effect of the heat of the sun on the 
metal of the dome.

on flannel and place in the joints 
_ (3) A solution of glue, 8 ounces, to 1 ounce of Venice 
turpentine; boil together, agitating all the time, until the 
mixture becomes as complete as possible, the joints to be 
cemented to be kept together for 48 hours if required 
(4) Take half a gill of gold size, 2 gills of red lead, 
1% gills of litharge, and sufficient silver-sand to make into 
a thick paste for use. This mixture sets in about two days 
(5) Mix well-dried Venetian red, 3 pounds, with oxide 
of iron, 1 pound, and add as much boiled oil as will make 
the mixture into a stiff paste. 
(6) Common putty and litharge in about equal quanti 
ties, well mixed with boiled linseed oil

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 

Gradual improvement was shown in the hardware 
trade last week. There was a moderate increase in 
the volume of trade, but the gain was not large, the 
trade improving quietly but steadily. Consumers are 
buying as yet only in response to actual or immediate 
future needs. and are not anticipating later require- 
ments to any extent, although the general feeling in 
the trade is more confident. The improvement in the 
iron and steel trades has naturally caused a large 
The continued activity in the 
building trade is causing a good demand for builders’ 
hardware of all descriptions and the market for that 
grade of hardware is firm. The demand for wire nails 
is rather quiet and the price is firm. The buying of 
cut nails is also quiet and the market shows no change, 
either in the volume of trade or in prices. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car’ lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net. 

There are strong indications that the prices of stove 
and tire bolts will be advanced 10 per cent during the 
coming month. The market for these commodities is 
exceptionally strong. The market for stove boards is, 
however, quite weak, and it is said that jobbers in some 
localities are quoting prices below those of manufac- 
turers. Business in this line is quiet. 

TIN PLATE. 

The demand for tin plate is good and the tone 
of the market is firm. Manufacturers have not as yet 
fixed prices on the deliveries for next year. There 
is a marked tendency on the part of tin plate con- 
sumers to anticipate future requirements. The Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is operating about 65 
per cent of its serviceable capacity and the independ- 
ents are most of them very busy. For too-lb. I. C. 
coke plates, 14x20, the price is $3.45 to $3.65, Pitts- 
burg, subject to a rebate of 5 cents per box on large 
orders.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report : 

“September will set the high water mark in production, 
consumption and sales of pig iron for many months. The 
market, which has been strong, is broader and stronger than 
at any time heretofore, with prices advanced over a week 
ago in almost every district. While some furnaces which 
wére out of the market at last report have finally consented 
to take on iron for next year, a larger number have with 
drawn and are out of the market at the present time. 

“The features of the week in this district have been 
large sales for the first half of next vear and the number 
of good purchases for the balance of this year from con 
cerns which, it has been thought, were covered to January 
Ist, but increased business made it imperative to buy iron 
for the next three months, which has been done only at an 
advanced price. 

“The market in the Birmingham District is firfnly estab 
lished and all producers seem to be a unit in offering at 
the same figure. There is a large tonnage under negotia- 
tion at the present time and will probably be closed in a 
few days. 

“Among finished products there has not been the same 
marked activity, with the exception of rails which have not 
been bought heavily. Reports from consumers in various 
lines tend to show that the revival is now general, books 
are well filled and in some instances plants are working extra 
time. 

“Car supply is inadequate and railroads are becoming 
more noticeable through inability to meet demands made 
upon them, and wherever possible consumers are anticipating 
their needs for raw material 

“Coke has been even more active and energetic than 
pig iron and is now in a most flourishing condition. There 
has been a rapid advance in prices and orders have been in 
immense volume. The output was. only slightly increased 
during the week on account of continued shortage of labor 
in all fields, with prices very strong and early advances 
anticipated.” 

Matthew Addy & Co., Circinnati. say in their weekly 
port: : 

“In the Middle West this week there has been a steady 
day-to-day buying of pig iron, and what has been going on 
in the Middle West has been happening in every iron dis 
trict of the country—Pittsburg, eastern Pennsylvania, New 
England and in Birmingham. In the South things are at 
the boiling point. They are very much excited in Alabama 
and they are having a demand there that is much greater 
than the supply, a demand that has already cleared out the 
furnace stocks on hand, and unless there is some unforseen 
way of increasing production it is going to be impossible‘ for 
the Southern furnaces to supply all the iron that is wanted 
from them. It is ‘little wonder under these circumstance 
that the South has advanced its prices in an irregular way 
so that some iron masters are asking $14.00 and $14.50 for 
quick shipment and $16.00 for delivery next year. In Bir 
mingham some of the best posted men in the trade are an 
ticipating a run-away market. They think all the signs poin 
this way. In other districts there is not the same over 
whelming optimism that is found in Birmingham, but every 
where there is a confidence in the future that admits of no 
question. 

“There is some nervousness over the possibility that im 
ported foreign iron may take the edge off the market here 
The cut in the tariff to $2.50 has not equalized labor condi 
tions at all as between America and Europe. All it has done 
is to about equalize rates to New England, for today it is 
possible to bring English iron to the New England coast at 
about the American prices or a trifle less. But fortunately 
for the American iron masters the markets in both England 
and Germany are advancing in sympathy with the advance 
here.”
